CALIFORNIA VOTERS 

APPROVE ALL THE 

AMENDMENTS 


Woman Suffrage Amendment, at First 
Thought to Be Defeated, at Last 
Accounts Wins. 

California expressed approval of all twenty-three of the 
amendments to the state constitution submitted to the voters 
last Tuesday. 

The provisions for the initiative, the referendum and the 
recall gained substantial majorities throughout the state. The 
measures to extend the powers of the railroad commission over 
all public utilities and increasing its rate fixing powers have al¬ 
so been approved, as have the amendments providing for a di¬ 
vided session of the legislature, allowing counties to have free¬ 
holders’ charters, fixing four years as the minimum period for 
the use of textbooks, providing for the establishment of inferior 
courts and making the clerk of the supreme court an appointive 
office. 

The greatest interest was shown in the suffrage and the 
direct legislation amendments. Strange as it may seem, the 
cities in which the most aggressive campaigning was carried on 
by the equal suffragists were the least responsive to the pleas of 
the women for the right to vote. 

The women suffrage amendment was at first thought to be 
defeated, but at this writing the returns show that it has won by 
at least 2000 plurality in the state. 

In this city there was considerable opposition to the woman 
suffrage movement. The returns show that it was beaten by 
seventeen votes. It lost by nearly 300 votes in the county.

DEVELOPMENT 

MEETING AT HALF 

MOON BAY 


Main Topics of Discussion Were Good 
Roads and the Railroad 
Amendments. 


With Dr. C. L. Morgan, a leading 
advocate for a system of good roads 
throughout the county, presiding, an 
enthusiastic booster meeting was held 
by the development association at 
Half Moon Bay on last Saturday night, 
with good roads and the railroad 
amendments furnishing the main 
topics of discussion. , 

In calling upon M. B. Johnson of 
Montara to present the views of the 
coast side boosters, Dr. Morgan picked 
one of the strongest advocates for the 
presentation of the need of roads that 
the “other side” possesses. Johnson 
made a stirring speech in support of 
the wishes of the coast side. “In win¬ 
ter it is almost an impossibility for 
our farmers to get their produce to 
markets. Sometimes it is an im¬ 
possibility, and whether the Ocean 
Shore* runs throughout the year or 
not we want good roads. We have 
found by actual surveys that a good 
road can be built from Half Moon Bay 
north to San Francisco with nowhere 
more than a six per cent grade. This 
county can be made as attractive as 
that surrounding Los Angeles with a 
system of fine highways, which, be¬ 
sides increasing the value of the prop¬ 
erty from 100 to 500 per cent, will 
mean, some statisticians have figured, 
a saving of $12.50 a year to every per¬ 
son in the county,” said Johnson. 


Colonel H. G. Loveland of the state 
railroad commission was present at 
the meeting for the express purpose of 
explaining to the people of Half Moon 
Bay the value of the proposed railroad 
amendments—assembly amendments 
6 and 50 and senate amendment 47. 
Colonel Loveland gave an able exposi¬ 
tion of the itdded value which would 
come to the railroad commission with 
the closest attention. Especially was 
his remark that a Southern Pacific 
attorney had recently stated to him 
that they were willing to admit that 
the time had come when the commis¬ 
sion was in a position that they should 
regulate rates seized upon by the boos¬ 
ters as a symbol of luck for this coun¬ 
ty* 

“Nothing better can be done for the 
general prosperity of San Mateo coun¬ 
ty than to bond it so that every dis¬ 
trict will be accessible to every other,” 
said W.J. Martin. S. D. Merk gave 
a short and impressing speech on the 
general work of the organization. 
Supervisors J. M. Francis and Jas. 
T. Casey, who were present at. the 
meeting, expressed themselves in 
favor of a general bond issue for im¬ 
proving of the roads. Among the 
other speakers were District Attorney 
Franklin Swart, J. M. Custer and D. 
G. Doubleday.

The revolution that has been hang¬ 
ing over China for mouths and of 
which the rising in the province of 
Sze-Chuen was only a small part, has 
begun in earnest. It is a concerted 
movement to take the empire and de¬ 
clare a republic. 

if plans do not miscarry, the noted 
exiled revolutionist, Dr. Sun Yat Sen, 
leader of the anti-Manchu party, is to 
be elected President. He was the del¬ 
egate of the revolutionary party to 
the United States in 1910, and is be¬ 
lieved during that tour to have made 
arrangements for financing the move¬ 
ment. 

Sun Yu, a brother of Dr. Sun Yat 
Sen, who is now in Hankow, has been 
elected president of the provincial as¬ 
sembly, and Yang Hun Lung, the re¬ 
tiring president, has been elected Gov¬ 
ernor of Hu-Peh. 

The whole assembly has seceded 
from the imperial government. The 
rebels are well organized* and financi¬ 
ally strong. They have confiscated 
the local treasuries and banks and are 
issuing their own paper money, re¬ 
deeming the Government notes with 
this, as foreign banks are refusing 
Government notes. 

The revolutionaries have captured 
Wu-Chang, the native section of Han¬ 
kow, and Han-Yang, all adjoining 
cities in Hu-Peh province. 

Chang-Sha, capital of Hu-Nan, is re¬ 
ported to have risen in revolt, and 
Nan-King capital of tlie province of 
Kiang-Su, is on the verge of a rising, 
several public buildings having been 
destroyed. 

Thousands of soldiers have joined 
the mutiny in Hu-Peh. Many Manchus 
have been killed and the terrified peo¬ 
ple are fleeing from the cities to the 
country, carrying their belongings. 

The prisons have been opened and 
criminals have been liberated. There 
lias been fighting in the streets and 
the most stringent orders have been 
issued that the lives of foreigners and 
their property shall be respected. 


There are now 20,000 Italian sol¬ 
diers on the coast of Tripoli. Not only 
is the Italian position safeguarded 
against surprise, but an effective occu¬ 
pation of the interior can begin. 

It is reported that the Arabs have 
accepted the Italian occupation joyful¬ 
ly, but some of the war ships remain 
in the harbor in readiness for emer¬ 
gency, Troops also were landed at 
Bengluizi, Derna, Tobruck and Bomba. 

Although the utmost precautions 
have been taken, cholera has broken 
out, and it is reported that four deaths 
have occurred. 

General Caneva has addressed a 
proclamation to the inhabitants, as¬ 
suring them that they have not been 
enslaved by Italy. On the contrary, 
they have been liberated from a yoke 
under which they have been laboring 
for years. They will be ruled by their 
own chiefs under the patronage of the 
King of Italy. Religious and civil 
laws will be respected and taxes will 
be reduced or abolished. 

The proclamation concludes by an¬ 
nouncing that Italy desires that Tripo 


The full scope of Italy’s campaign 
Ugainst Turkey has been revealed. Not 
the occupation of Tripoli alone, but by 
a series of smashing blows along the 
whole 1,000 miles of Tripolitan and 


The amendment giving the ballot to 
women was carried by a small major¬ 
ity. The exact figures will not be 
known until the official count is made. 
It is estimated that the majority will 
be between 1,000 and 2,000 votes. 

The initiative and referendum and 
the recall have been adapted by large 
majorities. 

The amendments enlarging the 
powers of the Railroad Ounnuission 
and increasing its number from three 
to five have also been adopted, but 
by a ■ lighter vote and less decisive 
majority than in the case of the ini¬ 
tiative and referendum and the recall 

The two amendments on which the 
vote may be the closest are those re¬ 
lating to the exemption from taxation 
of a portion of the property of former 
soldiers, and that proposing to permit 
tiie granting of railroads passes to 
certain individuals. 

Apart from the suffrage amendment 
those which commanded the greater 
attention were No. 7, relating to the 
initiative and referendum; No. 8, re¬ 
lating to the recall of elected officers, 
and No. Iti, enlarging the number of 
the Railroad Commissioners from 
three to five and providing that they 
shall be appointed by the Governor 
for six-year terms. 

This last amendment had been pro¬ 
posed with the presumption that No. 
12 on the ballot, extending the con¬ 
trol of the Commission to other pub¬ 
lic utility corporation, would carry. 

A sixth amendment that had at¬ 
tracted considerable attention was 
No. 10 on the ballot, proposing to 
make employers liable for all acci¬ 
dents suffered by employees, irrespec¬ 
tive of the cause of the accident. 

On these six amendments the heav¬ 
iest vote was polled throughout the 
State. The returns show that the 
great majority of the voters failed to 
mark their ballots on all the proposed 
amendments, while a considerable 
number, in the city at. least and ap¬ 
parently throughout the State ex¬ 
pressed their conclusions only on six, 
four or even less of the propositions 
submitted. 

The ballot appears to have been too 
long to command through considera¬ 
tion and the official arguments for 
and against the proposed amend¬ 
ments as sent out by the State Print¬ 
er w'ere so verbose and confusing that 
instead of being a help they were an 
actual hindrance to comprehension. 
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evidence. the strikers are rapidly 
going to work for corporations and in¬ 
dividuals not. affected by the strike. 

As a mark of the appreciation of the 
heroism displayed by Engineer A. W 
Shattuck in staying in his engine after

An “annexation jubilee” is to beheld 
in Sacramento on Friday and Saturday, 
October 20th and 21st. The occasion 
of the celebration is the success of the 
recent annexation election, wdiereby 
Sacramento’s population was increased 
to 65,000. The celebration will take 
in the whole of the Sacramento Valley 
and low rates have been granted by 
the railroads from all points. 

When the wife of Charles Holies of 
Portland, Ore., returned home she 
found her husband lying dead on the 
floor of the front room of the home 
and under his arm was clasped an 
empty preserve jar, which Mrs. Holies 
says was used as a bank and when last 
examined contained $600. It is sup¬ 
posed he died of heart failure when 
he found the money had been taken. 

Californians are to get another 
chance to see the old battle ship 
Oregon, as orders from the Navy De¬ 
partment provide for a cruise of that 
vessel down this coast the latter part 
of this month. The Oregon will meet 
the cruisers Raleigh and Cincinnati, 
both veterans of the battle of Manila, 
who have been in reserve at Mare 
Island for the past six years. The 
trio of Spanish-American War vet¬ 
erans will then proceed to San Pedro, 
where they are to be inspected by 
Rear-Almiral Chauncey Thomas, com¬ 
mander-in-chief of the Pacific fleet. 

A general engineering and con¬ 
struction company has just been or¬ 
ganized in Sacramento with W. P. 
Ireland of Gold Run, Placer county, 
as manager. The company has made 
preliminary contracts for surveying 
and other work preparatory to the 
development of a large water and 
electric power project on the Yuba 
and Bear rivers with the purpose of 
competing with the Pacific Gas and 
Electric and the Great Western Pow¬ 
er in supplying electricity to the 
cities of Central California. Water 
will also be supplied for domestic and 
irrigation systems.

With utter humiliation staring Tur¬ 
key in the face, Italy will deal as con¬ 
queror with the late owner of the evac¬ 
uated territory. 

The end of Moslem rule in Africa is 
practically realized. The ports and 
forts of Tripoli, Bomba, Tierza, Ben¬ 
ghazi, Derna and TombiAih have been 
bombarded and silenced. Italian blue¬ 
jackets are in possession, and the Ital¬ 
ian flag flies over them. 

There is nothing left for Turkey to 
defend, nothing left for her few thou¬ 
sand disheartened and deceived sol¬ 
diers except the sand dunes back of 
Tripoli, and, according to last report, 
that sullen attitude will not be long 
maintained. 

Before the war is over there will 
be a great army of 40,000 soldiers of 
the King of Italy on guard in Tripoli 
—the strongest possible factor in com¬ 
pleting Turkey's humiliation and 
averting any embarrassing move by 
any other power 

The outer and inner harbors are be¬ 
ing searched by the small Italian cruis¬ 
ers for mines that were laid by the 
Turkish troops, in order that the trans¬ 
ports may enter the harbor in safety. 

No mines have as yet been found, 
and the impression is growing that 
few, if any, were planted by the 
Turks. 

The majority of the Tripolitan police 
have signified a willingness to enter 
the Italian service. 

The government and public utilities 
services are rapidly assuming normal 
proportions.

The understanding is 
that vinegar made from other than 
apple cores will have to be labeled so 
as to show that it was not made 
from apples. The question as to 
whether vinegar made from wine is 
to be called imitation, or whether it 
will be sufficient to label it wine-vine- 
gar has not yet been answered. 

Vinegar is made from malt, molasses 
and so many other things that if the 
word imitation, conveying the mean¬ 
ing of inferiority, is to be forced upon 
the label, cider vinegar will probably 
be so high in price that it will be a 
luxury.

The latter are pes¬ 
simists, assuming to detect at times in 
her laugh something beneath its mirth 
expressive of the inevitable ( doom that 
awaits us all—something derisive. In¬ 
deed, at times late at night, when Elsie 
has been coming home from a dance. 
I have heard her break into one of her 
sudden peais of laughter and have fan¬ 
cied after it died away that a mocking 
echo followed it.” 

“It seems to me,” I replied, “the em¬ 
bodiment of optimism.” 

“Such is the general effect upon us.
